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11. Continuation: 

Applicants have presented essentially similar arguments to those set forth in the response to the office 
action, filed 11/22/04. Applicant has argued that the rejection under 35 USC 112 p. 1 should be withdrawn 
since the claim is drawn to a method, and not a product, and that the specification has provided sufficient 
description of the steps of the claims. However, it is maintained that the specification has not provided 
adequate written description of the method step which recites "associating the mutant Cyp4A11 polypeptide 
or the mutated Cyp4A11 nucleic acid with an increased susceptibility for devloping hypertension, thereby 
identifying a subject having an increased susceptibility for developing hypertension", since it is not described 
how this would be done for any mutated nucleic acid other than those set forth in claims 40-43. Applicant 
has argued that u by increased susceptibility for devleoping hypertension is meant a subject who has a 
greater than normal chance of developing hpertension, compared to the general population" and further, 
"one of skill in the art can assess the effects of a mutated Cyp4A1 1 on a subject's blood pressure" (pages 
10-11). As was previously set forth in the Final rejection mailed 2/22/05, it is not clear how this would be 
done. Therefore, one would not know how to "associate" any particular mutation of the Cyp4A1 1 with an 
increased susceptibility to developing hypertension. Therefore, the invention has not been described in 
such full, concise and clear terms as to indicate that applicants had possession of what is now being 
claimed. 

It is noted that while applicants state that the claims have been amended (see page 1 of response), it does 
not appear that any amendments have been made, and none of the pending claims have the status identifier 
"currently amended".
